Infirmary  responds  during 
winter  storm

I greatly  enjoyed  the  interesting  article  in  the 
spring  edition  of  the  Bulletin  describing  the  won- 
derful job  done  by  the  kitchen,  maintenance  and 
security  staffs  during  "the  blizzard  of  '78."  Un- 
fortunately, mention  was  omitted  of  the 
magnificent  job  done  by  the  Infirmary  nurses, 
who  managed  to  care  for  as  many  as  14  patients 
at  one  time,  despite  shortages  of  ancillary  staff 
and  linen  and  other  supplies  which  were  im- 
posed by  the  storm. 

Mrs.  Driscoll,  who  was  on  duty  that  first 
evening,  worked  42  continuous  hours  until  she 
could  be  relieved.  Mrs.  Leeming  and  her  staff 
then  began  rotating  24  hour  duty  shifts  in  order 
to  ensure  that  medical  coverage  at  the  Infirmary 
would  not  be  interrupted. 

Several  students  volunteered  to  work  in  the 
Infirmary  during  the  storm,  and  special  mention 
should  be  made  of  Valerie  Buckman  and  Diana 
Manna  who  contributed  many  hours  of  their 
time  and  whose  help  was  greatly  appreciated. 

The  storm  produced  many  stories  of 
individuals  who  answered  unselfishly  the  needs 
of  others,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  our  fine 
Infirmary  nurses  responded  so  characteristically.

In  addition,  I feel  she 
is  much  more  understanding  and  easier  to  talk  to 
than  a man  would  be.  She  is  concerned  with  the 
welfare  of  the  students  and,  living  on  campus, 
she  sees  what  goes  on.  Although  Mrs.  Ashby 
herself  makes  Pine  Manor  a special  place,  there 
are  other  aspects  to  discuss. 

Individual  attention  plays  an  important  part 
in  Pine  Manor's  atmosphere.  It  is  important  to 
me  to  be  known  as  myself  rather  than  as  a 
number,  which  would  occur  in  a larger  school. 
The  adjustments  I made  when  I came  to  Pine 
Manor  were  very  easy  because  of  the  individual 
attention  I received.  For  example,  during 
registration  in  the  fall,  I was  completely  lost  and 
did  not  know  how  or  what  to  register  for.  Then 
a teacher  who  saw  how  distressed  I was  offered 
her  assistance.  I was  amazed  at  the  faculty's  will- 
ingness to  help  out. 


The  fact  that  Pine  Manor  is  an  all-women's 
school  is  helpful  in  many  ways.  I feel  that  study- 
ing, in  and  out  of  class,  is  easier  because  there 
are  not  the  distractions  which  male  students 
would  provide.  Socially,  I feel  I can  make  more 
friends  and  have  lasting  friendships  with  them 
by  living  with  all  women. 

Taking  the  size  of  Pine  Manor  into  considera- 
tion, the  cultural  diversity  is  amazing.  I have 
had  many  interesting  conversations  with  some 
of  the  international  students,  learning  about 
their  cultures.  For  example,  Jonelle  White,  from 
Bermuda,  and  I always  talk  about  Bermuda's 
customs. 

Though  some  may  disagree,  I feel  that  the 
social  life  at  Pine  Manor  is  good.  There  are 
many  opportunities  to  meet  men  through  Pub 
nights,  mixers,  and  village  parties.  If  for  any 
reason  the  social  life  is  poor  here,  then  I try 
Boston,  where  there  is  always  something  to  do. 

In  closing,  I would  like  to  say  that  I know  I 
made  a good  choice  in  coming  to  Pine  Manor, 
because  it  offers  many  special  things  and  makes 
getting  a higher  education  enjoyable.

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Class  of  '78  faces  pressures  and  rewards 


1 1 ho  ugh  rain  forced  commencement  ceremonies  indoors 
for  the  first  time  since  Pine  Manor  moved  to  Chestnut  Hill  in 
1965,  the  67th  Pine  Manor  graduating  class  was  in  high 
spirits,  as  were  their  families  and  friends  who  filled  the 
auditorium  at  convocation  on  May  14  and  commencement 
on  May  15. 

The  Class  of  1978  held  two  other  firsts.  Among  its 
members  was  the  first  mother-daughter  team  to  receive  Pine 
Manor  degrees  together,  the  mother  a graduate  of  the  Open 
College,  Pine  Manor's  continuing  education  program.  Also 
included  were  young  women  earning  the  associate  in  science 
degree,  the  first  class  to  graduate  through  Pine  Manor's 
collaborative  three-year  program  with  the  New  England 
Baptist  Hospital  School  of  Nursing. 

The  Class  of  1978  faces  many  pressures  to  make  its  mark  in 
the  world  and  to  follow  the  examples  set  by  women  who 
have  worked  hard  and  long.  Both  the  commencement  and 
the  convocation  speakers  spoke  to  these  pressures  and  to  the 
need  for  young  women  not  to  be  overwhelmed  by  them,  but 
rather  to  commit  themselves  thoughtfully  to  their  beliefs, 
judging  by  the  words  of  Sophomore  Class  President  Claire 
Fisher  at  convocation  and  Student  Government  President 
Martha  Griffin  and  New  England  Baptist  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  Senior  Class  President  Dana  Bocanfuso  at  com- 
mencement, they  are  ready  and  willing  to  tackle  the  world 
ahead  of  them. 

Dr.  Adele  Smith  Simmons,  president  of  Hampshire 
College,  proved  an  appropriate  commencement  speaker,  not 
only  through  her  words  to  the  graduates,  but  also  because  of 
her  position  as  one  of  the  nation's  youngest  college  heads  and 
one  of  its  few  women  presidents.  Her  address,  "Men  and 
Women  in  the  1980's,"  highlighted  the  development  of  higher 
education  for  women  and  the  choices  that  lie  ahead  for 
today's  young  people. 


"The  effect  of  the  women's  movement  on  choices  women 
have  is  not,  in  my  view,  entirely  salutory,"  she  said.  "I  sense 
a real  pressure  on  all  women  to  seek  careers  and  professions, 
rather  than  an  emphasis  on  choice.  Women  are  becoming  as 
trapped  by  the  necessity  to  gain  personal  self-esteem  from 
work  as  men  are.  And,  in  my  view,  the  purpose  of  the 
women's  movement  must  not  be  to  trap  women  into  the  same 
molds  that  trap  men." 

Dr.  Simmons  urged  the  graduates  to  be  supportive  of  the 
many  changes  that  men  have  been  asked  to  contend  with  and 
to  think  carefully  about  the  decisions  they  will  have  to  make. 
She  concluded,  "Pine  Manor  has  gone  a long  way  to  prepare 
you  to  be  able  to  make  the  choices  about  lifestyles  that  await 
you.  My  final  hope  is  that  your  decisions  will  be  based  on 
your  own  view  of  yourself  and  the  kind  of  life  you  would  like 
to  lead  and  not  on  anyone  else's  concept  of  the  kind  of  life 
you  ought  to  be  leading."  (Additional  excerpts  from  Dr.  Sim- 
mons' speech  can  be  found  on  page  four.) 

Delina  Macfarland,  mother  of  Lina  '78  and  Margot  '79, 
addressed  the  graduating  class  at  convocation.  Although  she 
emphasized  her  lack  of  experience  at  speech-making,  she 
captivated  her  audience  during  her  talk. 

"There  is  no  Shangri-La  or  pot  of  gold  at  the  end  of  the 
rainbow,"  she  warned,  "but  there  is  a most  rewarding  life 
waiting  for  you  out  there  if  you'll  just  make  a commitment  to 
go  out  and  live  it. 

"All  we  hear  now  is  talk  of  people  knowing  themselves, 
liking  themselves,  being  comfortable  with  themselves,  and 
doing  their  own  thing  in  pursuit  of  their  own  rights.  Perhaps 
a degree  in  modern  psychology  could  justify  all  that,  but  I 
have  a terrible  feeling  that  a person  would  be  about  90  years 
old  when  she  was  through  with  this  whole  self-identification 
process  and  life  would  have  passed  her  by.  With  just  one 
crack  at  life  and  no  guarantee  for  longevity,  I dearly  hope 
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that  you  will  decide  to  leap  in  and  live  life  to  the  fullest.  I 
honestly  believe  the  emphasis  on  making  oneself  completely 
happy,  with  no  suggestion  of  decent  commitment  to  other 
people  or  any  contribution  to  life  around  us,  is  indeed  a 
tragedy." 

The  presentation  of  the  awards  to  outstanding  members  of 
the  class  is  always  a highlight  of  convocation  and  commence- 
ment. At  convocation,  presentation  of  the  Dean's  awards 
honored  eight  seniors  for  making  significant  contributions  to 
the  life  and  spirit  of  Pine  Manor:  Nayla  Abu-Haydar, 

Martha  Griffin,  Gretchen  Jones,  Valerie  Katz,  Josephine 
Russell,  Lisa  Sherman,  Catherine  Sperry,  and  Angela 
Sullivan.  A special  award  was  presented  to  Maureen 
Hanzarak,  of  the  New  England  Baptist  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  graduating  class,  in  recognition  of  her  spirit  of  coop- 
eration and  enthusiasm  for  the  two  schools. 

At  commencement,  25  of  the  147  students  who  received 
the  associate  in  arts  degree  graduated  with  honors,  by 
earning  a cumulative  grade  point  average  of  3.0;  10  received 
high  honors,  by  earning  a cumulative  average  of  3.4.  Among 
the  high  honors  graduates  was  the  mother-daughter  pair  of 
Eleanor  and  Brigitte  Bouchard.  Eleven  of  the  52  women 
receiving  the  associate  in  science  (major  in  nursing)  degree 
graduated  with  honors,  and  one  with  high  honors. 

Lisa  Sherman  was  awarded  the  President's  Cup,  given  only 
six  times  in  the  last  10  years,  in  recognition  of  outstanding 
citizenship,  academic  achievement,  and  College  spirit.  Lisa 
also  received  the  departmental  prize  for  distinction  in  theatri- 
cal production. 

Presented  for  the  first  time  this  year  was  the  Camille  M. 
Roth  Memorial  Lacrosse  Award,  given  in  memory  of  Camie 
Roth  '77,  who  was  killed  last  summer  in  an  automobile  acci- 
dent. The  award  is  given  to  "that  member  of  the  Pine  Manor 
lacrosse  team,  other  than  the  captain,  who  best  demonstrates 
those  qualities  which  distinguished  the  performance  of  Camie 
Roth  during  the  1976  and  1977  seasons.  Camie  is 
remembered  for  her  loyalty,  perseverence,  willingness  to  help 
others,  fair  play,  and  enthusiasm  for  the  game,"  said  lacrosse 
coach  Gil  Leaf  as  he  presented  the  prize  to  Laurie  LaPlaca. 

Marie  Goodwin  received  the  Marie  Warren  Potter  award 
for  earning  the  highest  academic  average  in  two  years  at  Pine 
Manor.  Marie  shared  the  departmental  prize  in  behavioral 
sciences  with  Nanda  Panyarachun.  An  award  was  also  pre- 
sented to  Sharon  Dow  for  being  the  New  England  Baptist 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing  student  with  the  highest  average. 

Other  departmental  prizes  were  awarded  to  Suzanne 
Bremer  (the  Constance  Grosvenor  Alexander  Award  in  Eng- 
lish), Sara  Alberti  (the  Dorothy  McGuire  Acting  Award), 
Gretchen  Jones  (the  Helen  Temple  Cooke  Prize  in  music), 
Carla  Blanchard  (the  Amy  Evelyn  Stewart  Award  in  French), 
Jane  Meehan  (the  Henry  K.  White  Award  in  athletics),  Louisa 
McCook  (Purchase  Prize  in  visual  arts),  Celia  Wood  (French 
language),  and  Angiolina  Henriquez  (visual  arts).  □ 


"Men  and  Women  in  the  1980's" 

Excerpts  from  this  year's  commencement  address  by 
Dr.  Adele  Smith  Simmons 

As  most  of  you  know,  Oberlin  was  the  first  college  to 
include  women  in  a regular  four-year  degree  program,  when 
it  admitted  women  in  1841.  With  the  exception  of  Mount 
Holyoke,  the  colleges  that  one  associates  with  women's 
education  today  were  all  founded  after  1860.  Vassar, 
Wellesley,  and  Smith  were  begun,  not  so  much  because  their 
founders  cared  about  women,  but  because  their  founders 
believed  that  women  could  influence  the  quality  of  society 
through  their  role  as  wife,  mother,  and  teacher. 

Even  so,  these  institutions  served  as  a testing  ground  for 
those  students  and  faculty  who  were  dedicated  to  proving  to 
themselves,  as  well  as  to  men,  that  higher  education  with 
rigid  standards  was  appropriate  for  women. 

M.  Carey  Thomas,  later  president  of  Bryn  Mawr,  had  met 
only  one  college  graduate  when  she  left  home  for  Cornell. 
Even  . . . she  was  haunted  by  fears  that  women  were 
physically  and  intellectually  inferior  to  men.  Only  when 
large  numbers  of  women  had  successfully  completed  the  rigid 
curriculum  of  men's  institutions  would  Miss  Thomas'  fears, 
as  well  as  those  of  society,  be  put  to  rest. 

So,  when  we're  told  we've  come  a long  way,  a glance  at 
history  suggests  that  this  indeed  is  true.  Today,  most  men  and 
women  are  conscious  that  women  have  a right  to  participate 
fully  in  society.  This  does  not  mean  that  all  men  or  women 
agree  with  the  women's  movement,  but  it  does  mean  that  it  is 
more  acceptable  for  a woman  to  have  her  own  ambitions  and 
develop  her  own  career  goals  than  it  was  10  years  ago. 

Certainly  women  will  be  welcomed  more  readily  into  jobs 
and  schools,  but  I think  they  will  have  to  work  very  hard  to 
prove  themselves  . . . While  progress  for  women  will  con- 
tinue, it  will  be  slow.  For  those  of  you  who  choose  a profes- 
sional career,  the  1980's  will  demand  hard  work  and  good 
performance. 

T he  past  decade  has  not  been  easy  for  many  men,  either. 
Most  have  accepted  the  fact  that  our  society  has  system- 
atically excluded  women  from  the  decision-making  process 
for  decades,  and  have  tried  to  accommodate  women  in  many 
aspects  of  their  professional  lives.  What  the  women's  move- 
ment doesn't  fully  understand  is  how  very  difficult  it  is  for 
some  men  to  make  these  changes. 

For  many  of  us  in  this  decade  there  has  been  a special 
challenge  to  discovering  and  successfully  implementing  new 
arrangements  about  home  and  family  . . . New  lifestyles  will 
be  under  close  scrutiny.  The  reviews  will  be  mixed,  but  the 
response  should  not  be  entrenchment  to  old  ways.  Rather,  it 
should  be  a renewed  effort  to  let  men  and  women  choose  for 
themselves  the  way  of  life  that  suits  them  best  at  any  par- 
ticular point  in  time.

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X 'm  from  a really  small  town  and 
small  high  school,"  says  Martha 
Griffin  of  Granby,  CT.  "Like  many 
Pine  Manor  freshmen,  I was  unsure  of 
myself  and  hesitant  to  excel.  I was 
looking  for  security  and  support." 

Pine  Manor  has  helped  her  to 
develop  the  self-assurance  she  now 
displays  as  president  of  Student 
Government. 

"The  College  treats  each  student  like 
someone  special  and  this  makes  you 
feel  special,  too,  like  you  can  handle 
just  about  anything,"  she  says.  "Here 
there's  security  but  there's  also  oppor- 
tunity to  develop  and  challenge 
yourself.  Where  else  would  a 
sophomore  be  president  of  Student 
Government?" 

Martha  says  that  her  academic 
abilities  have  developed  with  her 
personal  skills. 

"I  remember  writing  down  physical 
education  and  history  as  academic 
interests  on  my  application  for 
admission,"  she  smiles.  "But,  here  I 
discovered  I really  enjoyed  English. 
This  led  to  my  career  interest  in  com- 
munications and  public  relations.  My 
internship  with  the  public  relations 
department  of  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  in  Boston  gave  me  some  real 
experience  in  this  field.  Being  president 
of  Student  Government  is  almost  an 
internship  in  itself.  I've  learned  so 
much  about  organization,  motivation 
of  people,  and  speaking  in  public." 

Although  Martha  has  been  accepted 
into  the  communications  program  at 
Simmons  College  in  Boston  for  next 
fall,  her  first  choice  is  Denison  Univer- 
sity in  Ohio.  "I  feel  ready  now  to 
tackle  a large  co-educational 
university  in  a different  part  of  the 
country,"  she  says.  □

V Y hen  I first  came  to  Pine  Manor, 
I was  miserable,"  confesses  Nayla 
Abu-Haydar  of  Lebanon.

! political  science.  I'm  not  limited  at 
Pine  Manor."  Next  year,  she  plans  to 
study  mathematics  or  economics  at 
Mount  Holyoke  or  Boston  College. 

For  Nayla,  the  College  has  been 
most  of  all  a place  to  get  to  know 
herself  and  others. 

"Here  I am  not  number  such  and 
such  — I am  Nayla.  I have  time  for 
people  and  they  have  time  for  me.  In 
college,  there  are  always  times  when 
you  lose  track  of  yourself,  when  you

In  1976,  after  12  years  in  retailing, 
Mikki  Manwaring  of  Newton,  MA 
began  college  through  Pine  Manor's 
program  of  part-time  continuing 
education,  the  Open  College.  She 
enrolled  full-time  after  a year,  and,  by 
taking  extra  courses,  was  able  to 
graduate  with  honors  this  May.  In 
September,  she  plans  to  major  in 
economics  at  Wellesley  College,  with 
an  eye  towards  a career  with  a bank  or 
private  corporation. 

"Pine  Manor  was  the  impetus  for  all 
of  this,"  she  says.  "Its  open  admissions 
policy  for  continuing  education 
students  and  the  encouragement  I 
received  from  faculty  and  staff  made  it 
possible  for  me  to  go  back  to  school 
and  change  career  directions." 

Mikki  Manwaring  says  that  "good 
time  management"  allowed  her  to  take 
five  or  six  courses  per  term  this  year 
(instead  of  the  usual  full-time  load  of 
four)  and  still  "vacuum  the  house  once 
in  a while." 

She  says,  "My  husband  knows  what 
it's  like  to  go  back  to  school,  so  he's 
extremely  supportive.  I do  think  that 
my  previous  work  experience  enriched 
my  education.  It  gave  me  a better  idea 
of  what  the  real  world  offers,  and  I 
could  share  this  with  younger  women. 
Every  student  needs  insight  into  this 
reality,  I think." 

She  especially  enjoyed  the  Directed 
Study  she  did  during  her  last  semester. 
A needs  assessment  survey  of  Brook- 
line, MA,  this  independent  project 
examined  ways  in  which  the  town  and 
the  College  can  serve  each  other. 

"I  like  the  opportunities  for  crea- 
tivity and  freedom  which  so  many 
courses  here  offer  by  going  beyond  the 
classroom,"  she  says.  "At  the  same 
time,  instructors  are  incredibly  help- 
ful. They  really  extend  themselves  and 
show  you  that  they  have  faith  in  your 
ability  to  reach  whatever  goals  you 
have."  □

X ine  Manor  is  something  of  a tradi- 
tion in  Linda  Powers'  family.  Her 
grandmother,  Helen  Hutchins  Orr, 
graduated  in  1920;  her  great-great 
grandfather  (Mrs.  Orr's  grandfather), 
Marcellus  E.  Wheeler,  supplied  Helen 
Temple  Cooke  with  funds  to  purchase 
the  Dana  Hall  Schools  and  was  Miss 
Cooke's  partner  and  supporter  for 
many  years. 

"I  knew  about  my  family's  connec- 
tion with  the  College,  but  that  wasn't 
why  I came  here,"  says  Linda,  who 
grew  up  in  Weston,  MA.  "I  didn't  do 
as  well  as  I should  have  in  high  school. 

I decided  I would  rather  go  to  a first- 
rate  two-year  college  than  a mediocre 
four-year  school." 

Linda,  who  graduated  with  honors, 
says  she  learned  better  study  skills  at 
Pine  Manor:  "Before,  I did  very  little 
and  got  C's.  Here  I was  motivated  to 
work  harder  and  get  A's." 

She  believes  that  personal  attention 
from  the  faculty  has  made  the  differ- 
ence: "I've  found  that  teachers  are  very 
willing  to  give  you  as  much  help  as 
you  want.  Some  people  have  a math 
phobia,  but  English  was  my  hardest 
subject.  I didn't  even  know  that  a 
paper  should  have  an  introduction, 
middle,  and  end!  My  first  communi- 
cation skills  instructor  taught  me  a ter- 
rific amount!" 

Next  fall,  Linda  will  major  in  ac- 
counting or  management  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire,  the  Univer- 
sity of  Massachusetts,  or  Babson 
College. 

"I'd  like  to  be  a certified  public 
accountant  or  else  get  into  sales  for  a 
large  corporation,"  she  says.  "A  few 
years  ago  I would  never  have  had  the 
confidence  to  consider  becoming  an 
accountant.  Pine  Manor  has  given  me 
this  confidence  by  teaching  me  that  if 
you  work  hard,  you  can  succeed."  D

hen  Josephine  Russell  was  a 
high  school  senior  in  Brandon,  VT, 

Pine  Manor  was  her  first  choice  for 
college.  Today,  it  still  is. 

"Everything  about  Pine  Manor — the 
curriculum,  the  personal  instruction, 
the  location — is  perfect  for  me.  I plan 
to  stay  here  and  earn  my  B.A.  in 
English,"  she  says.  "I  don't  want  to  do 
just  one  thing  with  my  life,  and  English 
will  provide  a good,  general 
background  for  me.  The  flexibility  of 
the  major  and  Pine  Manor's  closeness 
to  Boston's  resources  will  allow  me  to 
continue  my  interest  in  music.  I'd  like 
to  do  an  internship  combining  both 
areas." 

Josephine  has  found  attending  a 
women's  college  an  advantage. 

"Coming  from  a family  of  all  boys,  I 
really  appreciate  being  at  a women's 
college.  Pine  Manor  aims  everything 
to  fit  your  needs  as  a woman.  You 
have  a chance  to  develop  close  friend- 
ships with  other  women,"  she  says. 
"Yet,  you  also  have  the  opportunity  to 
cross-register  at  Babson  and  Boston 
College  if  you  want  academic  competi- 
tion with  men.  And,  it's  easy  to  meet 
men  socially  at  places  like  the  College 
Pub.  Of  course,  you  can't  just  sit  back 
in  your  room!" 

Josephine  Russell  is  a young  woman 
who  doesn't  sit  back.  A class  officer, 
president  of  the  Spanish  Club,  and 
campus  guide,  she  says,  "I  love  to  be 
involved  in  new  things  and  I'm  looking 
forward  to  being  one  of  the  first 
students  to  get  a B.A.  here.  It  will  be 
fun  to  see  this  program  develop  and 
help  make  it  work."  □

I've  always  been  into  lots  of  different 
activities,  and  Pine  Manor  has  given 
me  opportunity  to  try  many  things," 
says  Tanya  Clement,  vice  president  of 
Student  Government,  house  president, 
and  French  Club  member. 

French  is  one  of  Tanya's  special 
interests.  "The  French  courses  here  are 
excellent  and  Dr.  Gegerias  is 
fantastic!"  she  says.  "Living  in  the 
French  House  is  a good  experience.  We 
really  do  speak  French  there,  and  it  has 
a very  warm,  home-like  atmosphere." 

Next  year,  Tanya  plans  to  study  in 
Paris  through  the  Consortium  of  Col- 
leges Abroad,  sponsored  by  Pine 
Manor,  and  she  may  return  to  Pine 
Manor  to  earn  her  B.A.  in  French. 
"Eventually  I'd  like  to  work  for  the 
United  Nations  in  an  embassy 
abroad,"  she  says. 

Tanya  chose  Pine  Manor  because  of 
its  size,  academic  reputation,  location, 
and  financial  aid  program,  but  she  has 
found  advantages  in  attending  an  all- 
women's college:  "Here  you  gain  self- 
confidence  because  you  see  what 
women  can  do.  I also  think  the  social 
life  is  better  at  a women's  school 
because  men  make  a point  of  coming 
to  activities  and  inviting  you  to  their 
colleges." 

Although  Pine  Manor  is  trying  to 
attract  more  minority  students,  the 
College  now  has  few  Blacks  enrolled. 
"This  hasn't  been  a problem  for  me," 
says  Tanya,  who  went  to  high  school 
in  Chatham,  VA.  "I've  usually  been  in 
schools  that  were  predominantly 
white,  and  my  father  was  in  the  army, 
so  I've  lived  in  Europe.  A very 
important  thing  about  Pine  Manor  is 
that  you  really  get  to  know  everyone, 
from  kitchen  staff  to  students  to  ad- 
ministrators. That's  an  important  part 
of  growing  up."  D 
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M aureen  Hanzarak  had  B.A.'s  in 
zoology  and  English  from  Ohio  Uni- 
versity when  she  entered  the  first  class 
of  the  joint  program  between  Pine 
Manor  and  the  New  England  Baptist 
Hospital  (NEBH)  School  of  Nursing  in 
1975. 

"I  had  been  out  of  school  for  four  or 
five  years  and  hadn't  found  any  job  I 
felt  was  really  satisfying,  so  I thought 
I'd  go  into  a very  technical  area,"  says 
the  Pittsfield,  MA  native.  "I'm  very 
glad  I did." 

Through  the  three-year  program, 
she  received  an  associate  in  science 
degree  (major  in  nursing)  from  Pine 
Manor  and  a diploma  from  the  NEBH 
School  of  Nursing. 

"There  is  now  a trend  towards  pro- 
fessionalism in  nursing  and  one  of  the 
big  criteria  for  this  is  on-going  educa- 
tion. The  Baptist  had  the  right  idea  in 
trying  to  combine  good  technical  skills 
with  a college  background,"  she  says. 

Although  she  thinks  that  the  course 
of  study  in  the  joint  program  may 
have  been  too  demanding,  contribut- 
ing to  the  decision  to  phase  out  the 
program  in  1980,  Maureen  Hanzarak 
enjoyed  her  courses  at  Pine  Manor. 

"The  faculty  and  courses  were  excel- 
lent," says  the  honors  student. 
"Although  liberal  arts  courses  aren't 
related  directly  to  clinical  nursing 
skills,  they  do  help  you  in  dealing  with 
different  kinds  of  people.  It  was  good 
to  get  educational  experience  different 
from  that  of  nursing  school." 

Next  year,  she  will  work  as  a 
recruiter  for  the  NEBH  School  of 
Nursing. 

"I've  always  been  interested  in  the 
management  of  health  care,"  she  says, 
"and  the  business  courses  I took  at 
Pine  Manor  have  been  helpful.  The 
School  also  wanted  someone  who  was 
an  R.N.  and  had  a degree  in  com- 
munication. I'm  really  looking 
forward  to  using  my  entire  educational 
background."  Q

w hen  I came  to  Pine  Manor  for 
an  admissions  interview,  I mentioned 
that  I wasn't  sure  I wanted  to  work  too 
hard  academically.  I was  told  Then 
don't  come  to  Pine  Manor.'  That 
attitude  impressed  me,"  says  Valerie 
Katz. 

She  decided  to  accept  the  challenge 
Pine  Manor  offered  and  found  the  Col- 
lege as  demanding  as  she  had 
anticipated.  "There  are  some  easy 
courses,  as  there  are  at  any  school,  but 
most  are  very  stimulating,"  Valerie 
says.  "Some  of  the  best  I've  had  were 
in  English  with  Mrs.  Kreilkamp.  She's 
very  tough  but  she  really  knows  her 
subject." 

A native  of  South  Carolina  who 
graduated  from  the  Andover  School  in 
Michigan,  Valerie  felt  that  Pine 
Manor's  two-year  program  would  help 
her  clarify  her  goals. 

"Originally,  I wanted  to  be  a 
photographer  because  I'd  taken 
photography  for  two  years  in  high 
school.  At  Pine  Manor  I did  some 
career  planning  and  I'm  going  to  major 
in  journalism  at  American  University 
this  fall.  I might  like  to  work  on  a 
newspaper  or  start  my  own  some  day," 
she  says. 

She  has  gotten  some  good  experi- 
ence in  this  field  as  editor  of  Manor- 
isms,  the  College  paper. 

"For  me,  college  has  been  a growing 
process  that  has  developed  many 
interests,"  she  says.  "This  summer,  for 
example,  I'm  going  to  work  in  Canada 
through  the  Quebec  Labrador 
Foundation,  which  is  sort  of  like  the 
Peace  Corps.  Gil  Leaf,  Pine  Manor's 
internship  director,  told  me  about  this 
program.  This  is  just  one  thing  that 
shows  that  Pine  Manor  is  concerned 
with  making  you  a whole  person."  D 


The  B.A.  programs  after  one  year 


In  January  1977  Pine  Manor  announced  that  it  would 
offer  its  first  bachelor  of  arts  programs  the  following  Sep- 
tember. Today,  four-year  programs  in  American 
civilization,  art  history,  English:  writing  and  literature, 
French,  and  human  development  are  well  underway.  The 
name  Pine  Manor  College  has  a familiar  ring  to  it,  the 
presence  of  juniors  on  campus  is  no  longer  a novelty,  and 
students,  faculty,  and  staff  are  looking  toward  the  not-too- 
distant  date  when  the  College  will  award  its  first  B.A. 
degrees. 

Implementing  the  new  majors  has  been  an  undeniable 
challenge.  "This  has  been  a year  of  review  which  has  led  to 
some  important  revisions,  in  two  programs  particularly," 
says  Dr.  Alesandra  Schmidt,  academic  dean. 

One  of  these  programs  is  the  English : writing  and 
literature  major.  "The  original  name  for  this  program  — 
'Communication'  — caused  confusion  among  students," 
says  Dr.  Frederick  Cabot,  coordinator  of  the  major  in 
English.  "It  conjured  up  images  of  learning  to  become  a 
television  announcer.  Our  revised  major,  which  places 
strong  emphasis  on  basic  writing  skills  and  study  of 
literature,  responds  to  stated  student  needs  much  better. 

The  B.A.  is  now  more  honest  in  terms  of  describing  what 
we  can  do  and,  in  fact,  always  intended  to  do." 

Formerly  called  human  studies,  the  major  in  human  de- 
velopment was  also  revised  significantly  and  given  its  new 
title  to  reflect  its  focus  on  the  study  of  human  growth. 


from  birth  to  old  age.  "This  has  been  a shakedown  year  for 
us,"  says  Dr.  Elizabeth  Gardner,  head  of  the  division  of 
sciences  and  coordinator  of  the  major.  "We  now  have  a 
very  solid  program  and  we  anticipate  very  good  interest  in 
it  among  students." 

With  seven  full-time  and  seven  part-time  juniors  on 
campus  this  year,  four  of  the  five  B.A.  programs  have 
attracted  a solid  core  of  students.  Although  there  are  now 
no  juniors  in  the  French  program.  Dr.  Mary  Gegerias,  co- 
ordinator of  the  major,  is  optimistic  about  enrollment  for 
September:  "We  have  several  students  taking  their  third 
year  in  Paris  who  I hope  may  return  to  Pine  Manor  in  the 
fall  to  earn  their  B.A.  in  French."  The  popularity  of  the 
French  House  this  year  is  another  indication  of  strong  stu- 
dent interest  in  this  field. 

Next  fall,  the  College  hopes  to  enroll  approximately  as 
many  juniors  as  it  did  last  September.  "We  have  visited 
public  and  private  two-year  colleges  to  make  them  aware 
of  the  possibilities  for  transfer  to  Pine  Manor  as  juniors," 
says  Director  of  Admissions  C.  Richard  Plank.  "However, 
the  majority  of  our  juniors  will  probably  be  our  own 
sophomores  who  decide  to  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  complete  their  undergraduate  education  here.  The 
four-year  programs  are  having  a positive  effect  on  overall 
enrollment.  Secondary  school  students  and  counselors  are 


The  major  in  American  civilization 
takes  a problem-oriented  approach. 
With  her  advisor,  each  student  in  the 
program  chooses  a topic  of  particular 
interest  to  her  and  plans  a course  of 
study  that  explores  this  problem. 

The  program  of  study  includes 
courses  in  American  studies,  literature, 
humanities,  and  history/political 
science.  During  her  senior  year,  each 
student  carries  both  an  internship  and 
a Senior  Seminar  project  related  to  her 
internship. 


The  B.A.  in  art  history  offers  a wide 
range  of  courses  that  include  both 
ancient  and  contemporary  art  forms. 
Small  classes  such  as  the  Senior 
Seminar  allow  students  to  work  with 
instructors  on  a one-to-one  basis. 

There  are  also  unusual  opportunities 
to  enrich  classroom  work  through  use 
of  the  resources  of  greater  Boston, 
which  offers  some  of  the  finest 
museums,  libraries,  and  historic  sites 
in  the  United  States.  Courses  include 
study  of  works  in  such  institutions  as 
the  Gardner  Museum,  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts,  and  the  Fogg  Museum,  as 
well  as  field  trips  to  such  places  as 
Salem  and  Newport. 


The  B.A.  in  English:  writing  and 
literature  is  designed  for  the  student 
who  wants  to  learn  to  write  with 
precision  and  fluency  and  enjoys 
literature. 

Because  careful,  critical  reading  of 
works  by  important  authors  contrib- 
utes significantly  to  writing  skill,  all 
students  in  this  major  take  a year-long 
course  in  major  British  writers.  Close 
textual  analysis  of  reading  and  writing 
is  emphasized  in  all  courses. 

During  her  final  year,  each  student 
carries  out  either  a Senior  Essay  or  a 
Senior  Internship. 
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aware  of  our  programs  and  85  percent  of  our  applicants 
indicate  that  they  are  undecided  about  whether  they  will 
earn  their  B.A.  here  or  transfer." 

Women  continuing  their  education  on  a part-time  basis 
are  an  important  source  of  students  for  Pine  Manor's  B.A. 
programs.  "Three  of  the  four  women  who  earned  A.A.'s  last 
year  as  continuing  education  students  stayed  on  in  September 
as  juniors,"  says  Molly  Campbell,  director  of  the  Open 
College.  "These  students  show  great  motivation  and 
purpose,"  comments  Dr.  Rodman  Henry,  coordinator  of  the 
art  history  major.  "They're  doing  extraordinarily  well." 

As  the  number  of  juniors  and  seniors  increases,  academic 
resources  and  student  services  must  keep  pace.  New  courses 
and  instructors  will  be  added  as  appropriate,  and  students 
will  be  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  Pine  Manor's  cross- 
registration program  in  order  to  broaden  their  educational 
experience.  All  students  will  enjoy  a wider  range  of  courses, 
because  most  upper  level  offerings  will  be  open  to  any 
student  capable  of  handling  the  material.  Expansion  of  the 
Library's  holdings  in  order  to  support  both  the  two-year  and 
four-year  programs  remains  an  important  priority. 

"By  limiting  our  B.A.  programs,  we  will  be  able  to  expand 
our  curriculum  and  resources  gradually,"  says  Dr.  Schmidt. 
"Our  current  faculty  can  now  give  a great  deal  of  individual 
attention  to  each  student,  whether  freshman,  sophomore,  or 
junior.  The  coordinators  of  the  B.A.  programs  are  able  to 
offer  special  advice  on  graduate  school  and  career  directions 
to  upperclasswomen.  Our  overall  goal  is  to  provide  students. 


from  the  freshman  year  on,  with  a comprehensive  system  of 
advising  on  academic  and  professional  choices." 

The  College  is  also  concerned  with  fully  integrating  its 
juniors  and  seniors  into  student  life,  while  still  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  distinctive  contributions  that  these  women  can 
make.  In  the  fall,  junior  and  senior  representatives  will  be 
elected  to  Student  Government  and  to  College  committees, 
and  special  class  activities  will  be  organized. 

"We  will  also  have  juniors  and  seniors  as  resident  advisors 
in  the  Houses,"  says  Katherine  Durgin,  director  of  student 
affairs.  "This  will  give  them  the  chance  to  take  on  an 
important  role.  They  have  much  to  offer  our  freshmen  and 
sophomores  in  terms  of  leadership  and  advice,  and  our 
younger  students  are  enjoying  having  upperclasswomen  on 
campus." 

Although  Pine  Manor  has  added  B.A.  programs,  the 
College  has  not  "gone  four-year"  in  the  usual  sense  of  the 
words. 

"Our  associate  in  arts  degree  program  is  still  the 
foundation  of  the  curriculum,"  says  President  Rosemary 
Ashby.  "However,  selected  four-year  programs  are  an 
important  new  dimension  for  Pine  Manor.  They  not  only 
broaden  our  curriculum,  but  also  allow  the  College  to  qualify 
for  grants  and  other  types  of  support  for  which  we  were 
ineligible  as  a junior  college.  Thus,  the  B.A.  option 
strengthens  the  College  as  a whole."  □ 


The  program  in  French  is  a "living 
experience”  which  combines  study  of 
language,  literature,  and  culture. 
Students  may  choose  to  live  in  the 
French  House,  one  of  the  oldest  lan- 
guage centers  in  the  nation. 

The  junior  year  in  France  offers 
opportunity  for  study  at  such  institu- 
tions as  the  Louvre  and  the  Sorbonne 
and  internships  at  such  varied  places  as 
lycees  and  Christian  Dior.  The  senior 
year  back  at  Pine  Manor  includes 
either  an  internship  or  a teaching 
assistantship. 


The  most  striking  aspect  of  the  human 
development  major  is  its  innovative 
integration  of  biological,  psychologi- 
cal, and  sociological  fact  and  theory, 
coupled  with  an  emphasis  on  research. 

The  two-semester  foundation  course 
in  human  development  from  birth  to 
death  is  taught  by  Dr.  Elizabeth  Gard- 
ner, a biologist,  and  Dr.  Nancy  White, 
a psychologist.  Both  this  course  and 
the  Senior  Seminar/Practicum  taken  in 
the  final  year  link  the  theoretical  and 
the  practical  through  classwork, 
research,  and  field  work.

Communication  skills : choice  and  its 

consequences

Dr.  Frederick  C.  Cabot  is  instructor  of 
English,  director  of  communication 
skills,  and  coordinator  of  the  bachelor 
of  arts  program  in  English : writing 
and  literature.  This  year,  he  and  12 
other  members  of  the  faculty  taught 
“CS  101-102,  Communication  Skills," 
which  is  required  of  freshmen. 

Dr.  Cabot  received  his  A.B.  and 
Ph.D.  in  English  from  Harvard 
University.  This  is  the  second  time  that 
he  has  been  Pine  Manor's  " portable 
professor." 


I n the  last  class  of  the  first  semester, 
in  drear-nighted  December,  a colleague 
of  mine  asked  his  students  to  evaluate 
several  aspects  of  Communication 
Skills  101.  To  the  question  of  the 
worth  and  effectiveness  of  the  course 
he  received  from  most  students 
encouraging  but  conventional 
responses:  they  enjoyed  reading  short 
stories;  they  hated  reading  Jules 
Henry's  Pathways  to  Madness;  they 
liked  some  of  the  films;  they  believed 


that  they  had  learned  how  to  write  ef- 
fectively, how  to  organize  their  sen- 
tences, paragraphs  and  short  essays. 
One  student's  personal  and  far  more 
useful  response  indicated  that  she,  at 
least,  may  have  achieved  a 
fundamental  objective  of  the  course, 
which  is  to  begin  to  develop  a habit  of 
rigorous  critical  thinking.  "My  brain 
still  hurts!"  she  protested. 

Countering  cheap  books  and 
manipulative  hucksters 

Almost  every  college  student,  past  and 
present,  has  taken  a required  course  in 
their  freshman  year,  usually  called 
"Freshman  English  Composition," 
designed  to  teach  techniques  of  persua- 
sive and  expository  writing,  effective 
handling  of  abstract  ideas,  methods  of 
research  and  documentation,  and 
development  of  logic.  These  skills  have 
always  been  a central  part  of  college 
work  for  they  are  rarely  mastered  in 
secondary  school.  What  with  a too- 
easy  access  to  audio-visual  media,  and 


a concomitant  decline  in  the  quality  of 
writing  instruction  in  schools  today, 
these  abilities  are  even  rarer  and  more 
valuable.  All  of  us,  but  especially 
freshmen,  need  to  grapple  with  the 
values  and  ideals  which  have  from 
ancient  times  furnished  the  themes  of 
our  literature,  so  we  can  counter  the 
glib,  shallow  cant  which  emanates 
from  cheap  books,  "edited  for  tele- 
vision" films  and  sitcoms,  and  the 
usually  specious  and  manipulative 
spiel  of  commercial  and  political 
hucksters. 

Caring  about  quality 

In  many  colleges,  however,  this  most 
valuable  course  with  objectives  central 
to  the  meaning  of  a liberal  arts 
education  is  seen  by  its  students  to  be 
clogged  with  dullness.  The  readings, 
often  an  endless  train  of  abstruse 
essays,  seem  unrelated  to  students' 
concerns  and  experiences.  The 
teachers,  when  they  are  not  inexperi- 
enced graduate  students,  are  often 
reluctant  recruits  who  cannot  bring 
zest,  imagination  or  a sense  of  purpose 
to  their  classes.

Communication  Skills  101-102  at 
Pine  Manor  has  avoided  most  of  the 
constitutional  infirmities  and  achieved 
at  least  some  of  the  desirable  objectives 
of  the  "Freshman  English  Composi- 
tion" course.  Our  whole  faculty 
believes  in  its  methods  and  its  aims 
and  contributes  to  its  success.  The  only 
troublesome  aspect  of  the  course  for 
me  is  its  title,  which  smacks  of 
euphemism  and  vagueness.  But  it  has 
at  least  this  virtue,  that  it  suggests  that 
the  content  of  the  course  is  not  the 
usual,  boring  string  of  essays. 

Instead,  it  is  a varied,  often  confus- 
ing collection  of  short  stories,  essays, 
full-length  books,  poems,  a play,  and 
several  films,  presenting  themes  which 
focus  on  key  aspects  of  all  our  lives. 
This  two-semester  course  is  taught  by 
13  faculty  from  several  academic  dis- 
ciplines. We  number  among  us  a 
philosopher,  two  musicologists,  a 
scholar  of  psychology,  a teacher  of 
speech  and  drama  and,  of  course,  a 
full  complement  of  English  teachers. 
Last  year,  we  also  included  two 
historians  and  a biologist.  Like  the 
staff,  the  reading  is  philosophical, 
historical,  scientific,  sociological, 
psychological,  and  literary. 

This  array  of  subject  and  staff 
dramatizes  for  students  our  intent  to 
act  on  our  belief  that  caring  about 
quality  in  writing  is  not  limited  to 
English  teachers  and  literature  courses. 
Our  large  staff  size  results  in  small 
classes,  in  which  students  benefit  by 
having  their  ideas  heard  and 
responded  to,  and  in  which  they 
receive  careful,  detailed  comments  on 
their  writing,  along  with  scheduled 
conferences  with  their  instructors.  Stu- 
dents usually  change  instructors  and 
class  sections  at  mid-year,  because  of 
the  beneficial  shift  in  emphasis  and 
expertise  that  accompanies  this. 


Course  planning  goes  on  contin- 
uously as  the  teaching  staff  discusses 
paper  topics,  evaluates  class  strategies, 
and  shares  more  general  ideas.  The 
syllabus  for  the  following  year  is 
developed  during  a week-long  work- 
shop in  late  May,  when  we  discuss  the 
themes  and  topics  of  the  readings — 
often  heatedly — and  preview  and 
select  texts  and  films.  We  decide  upon 
a fixed  number  of  paper  assignments 
for  each  semester;  this  year,  it  was  10 
in  the  first  and  seven  in  the  second. 

Choice:  distinctively  human 

For  the  past  two  years,  the  general 
theme  of  Communication  Skills  101- 
102  has  been  "Choice  and  its  Conse- 
quences," subdivided  into  five  topics: 
personal  choice  as  influenced  by  a 
family  environment;  choice  as 
determined  by  education;  the  personal 
effects  of  career  or  job  choices; 
ecological  and  technical  choices,  which 
may  pit  the  individual  against  society; 
and,  finally,  the  way  we  view  the  con- 
sequences of  these  manifold  choices 
when  and  if  we  confront  the  certainty 
of  death.  These  topics  focus  thinking, 
class  discussion,  writing,  and  the  selec- 
tion of  readings  and  films. 

As  we  see  it,  choice  is  that 
specifically  and  distinctively  human 
activity  toward  which  a liberal  educa- 
tion directs  its  keenest  scrutiny  and  its 
most  vital  energy.  Not  that  a liberal 
education  will  benefit  its  recipients  by 
making  choices  easier  for  them : quite 
the  opposite  is  true  in  many  instances. 
It  is  rather  that  through  such  courses 
as  ours,  Pine  Manor  freshmen  con- 
fronting a wide  range  of  choices  and 
bearing  the  sometimes  crushing 
responsibility  (often  in  the  form  of  a 
parental  mandate)  to  "make  something 
of  themselves"  will  discover  that  the 
self  they  make  through  their  choices 
must  invariably  reflect  the  self  that  has 
been  made  of  them  by  others. 

Robert  Frost  and  Charlie  Chaplin 

Perhaps  some  samples  of  paper  topics, 
readings  and  class  strategies  will  better 
illustrate  the  character  and  purpose  of 
these  courses.  First,  a paper  topic,  one 
rather  typical  of  my  intricate,  detailed 
assignments.  It  begins  with  a quote  by 


Mike  Lefevre,  an  articulate,  unhappy 
steelworker  whose  testament  on  the 
brutalizing  effect  of  physical  labor 
appears  near  the  beginning  of  Studs 
Terkel's  Working: 

If  a carpenter  built  a cabin  for  poets,  1 
think  the  least  the  poets  owe  the 
carpenter  is  just  three  or  four  one- 
liners  on  the  wall.  A little  plaque: 
Though  we  labor  with  our  minds,  this 
place  we  can  relax  in  was  built  by 
someone  who  can  work  with  his 
hands.  And  his  work  is  as  noble  as 
ours.  I think  the  poet  owes  something 
to  the  guy  who  built  the  cabin  for 
him.1 

Then  the  topic  introduces  passages 
from  a poem  by  Robert  Frost,  "Two 
Tramps  in  Mud-Time,"  in  which  the 
poet,  who  has  been  splitting  logs  in 
April  sunshine  is  interrupted  in  his 
work  by  two  tramp  lumberjacks  who 
are  obviously  seeking  odd  jobs  and 
who  threaten  to  disturb  the  poet's 
enjoyment  of  his  task: 

Nothing  on  either  side  was  said. 

They  knew  they  had  but  to  stay  their 
stay 

And  all  their  logic  would  fill  my  head: 

As  that  I had  no  right  to  play 
With  what  was  another  man's  work 
for  gain. 

My  right  might  be  love  but  theirs  was 
need. 

But  the  poet  resists  the  tramps'  logic, 
presumably  goes  on  splitting  wood, 
and  concludes  his  poem  with 
something  of  a declaration : 

But  yield  who  will  to  their  separation. 
My  object  in  living  is  to  unite 
My  avocation  and  my  vocation 
As  my  two  eyes  make  one  in  sight. 2 

Before  writing  their  papers,  which  are 
two  to  three  typewritten  papers  in 
length,  students  consider  the  following 
questions:  What  does  Mike  Lefevre 
mean  when  he  says  that  he  wants  poets 
to  recognize  that  the  carpenter's  work

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is  as  "noble"  as  theirs?  From  your  un- 
derstanding of  "Two  Tramps  in  Mud- 
Time,"  do  you  think  Robert  Frost  the 
"poet"  would  agree  with  Lefevre?  Has 
the  poet  succeeded  in  uniting  his 
"avocation"  and  his  "vocation"?  And 
if  he  does  succeed,  how  does  he 
manage  to  do  it?  My  intention  is  not 
only  to  make  students  carefully  con- 
sider the  meanings  of  Mike  Lefevre's 
and  Robert  Frost's  words  and  then  to 
organize  the  written  responses  to  my 
questions  in  a series  of  logical,  co- 
herent paragraphs,  but  also  to  consider 
some  of  the  values  and  principles 
which  govern  choice  and  action,  in  this 
case  within  the  context  of  work  which 
is  seen  by  one  man  to  be  like  slavery 
and  by  another  man  like  play. 

Other  readings  and  films  can  lead 
into  different  but  related  class  discus- 
sions or  writing  topics.  The  little  tramp 
in  Charlie  Chaplin's  film  Modern 
Times  struggles  heroi-comically 
against  brutalizing  aspects  of  big 
business  and  mass  production.  Stu- 
dents compare  his  strategies  for 
survival  with  those  of  workers 
described  in  Elinor  Langer's  essay, 

"The  Women  of  the  Telephone  Com- 
pany," and  with  several  other  workers 
whose  testimony  comprises  portions  of 
Terkel's  Working.  Then,  in  addition, 
political  and  economic  theories  about 
the  effects  of  mass  production  upon 
workers  are  introduced  by  Karl  Marx's 
essay,  "Alienated  Labor."  Initially,  stu- 
dents are  confused  by  such  a flood  of 
information,  of  unfamiliar  ideas  and 
concepts,  which  they  must  sort  out, 
consider,  and  evaluate.  But  in  the  end 
most  enter  a new  stage  of  awareness  as 
they  bend  their  imaginations  to 
discover  what  it  means  to  be  someone 
other  than  themselves,  to  comprehend 
a little  of  the  varied  complexity  of 
human  experience  and  to  develop  a 
healthy  skepticism  for  reductionistic  or 
simplistic  theorizing. 


Face  to  face  with  ultimate  questions 

As  an  instructor  in  Communication 
Skills  101-102  (which  means 
moderator  of  debate  or  discussion, 
formulator  of  fiendish  paper  topics, 
poser  of  nagging  questions,  niggling 
commentator  on  papers,  rigid 
grammarian  and  rhetorician),  I most 
enjoy  the  final  topic  in  the  courses.  As 
the  grass  grows  green  and  trees  bud, 
and  as  students  begin  to  realize  that 
they  are  surviving  the  freshmen  exper- 
ience, we  read  Plato's  Apology,  Crito 
and  parts  of  the  Phaedo ; Tolstoy's 
masterful,  bleak  "The  Death  of  Ivan 
Ilych";  and  we  view  Ingmar 
Bergman's  equally  masterful,  bleak  but 
finally  hopeful  film,  Wild  Straw- 
berries. In  all  these  works  we  come 
face  to  face  with  ultimate  questions. 
Tolstoy's  Ivan  Illych  and  Bergman's 
Isak  Borg  are  superficially  successful : 
one  a magistrate,  the  other  an  eminent 
physician.  When  confronted  by  their 
own  deaths,  however,  they  discover 
perhaps  for  the  first  time,  the 
emptiness  of  professional  success  and 
their  failure  to  measure  the  full  breadth 
and  depth  of  life.  They  see  all  the  way 
back  to  their  childhood,  to  the  pangs 
of  their  youth,  and  then  they  weigh  the 
choices  and  self-denials  of  their 
careers,  and  their  systematic,  often 
unconscious  isolation  from  loving 
contact  with  their  wives  and  children. 
Their  education  in  self-knowledge  is 
completed  as  they  are  painfully  forced 
to  acknowledge  their  failures. 

Socrates'  trial  and  death  offer  a kind 
of  benchmark,  against  which  we 
measure  the  guiding  principles,  not 
only  of  Ilych  and  Borg,  but  also  of  our 
own.  Socrates  deliberately  chooses 
death  rather  than  exile,  out  of 
gratitude  to  his  state  and  obedience  to 
its  laws.  Paradoxically,  he  has  a 
reputation  of  being  the  state's  sharpest 
and  most  annoying  critic,  who  is 
finally  condemned  to  death  for 
sacreligiousness  and  corruption  of  the 
minds  of  the  young  men.  At  the  age  of 
70,  having  devoted  his  moral  and  intel- 
lectual energy  to  knowing  and 
teaching  the  good,  little  seems  left  for 
him  to  learn  about  himself.  Having 


taught  others  for  much  of  his  life,  he  is 
teacher  to  the  last,  making  his  own 
death  a pattern  for  others  to  follow. 
When  we  set  Socrates'  life  against  the 
lives  of  Ilych  and  Borg,  we  recognize 
that  although  outward  circumstances 
and  appearances  may  change  greatly, 
the  principles  by  which  we  guide  our 
lives  and  make  choices  have  perhaps 
changed  less  than  we  once  thought.  □

College  prepares 
for  reaccreditation 

In  November  1979,  Pine  Manor  is 
scheduled  for  a reaccreditation  visit  by 
the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC).  The 
College  has  begun  planning  for  this 
procedure  some  18  months  in  advance. 

"Reaccreditation  is  a statement  of 
confidence  by  NEASC  that  an  institu- 
® tion  can  carry  out  its  objectives  and 
f goals  successfully,"  said  Dr.  Alesandra 
i Schmidt,  academic  dean.  "Colleges 
I used  to  be  accredited  for  five  to  10 
years.  Today,  with  so  many  changes 
occurring  in  education,  institutions  are 
often  accredited  for  shorter  periods  of 
perhaps  three  to  five  years." 

A Steering  Committee  headed  by 
Dr.  Frederick  Cabot,  English  instruc- 
tor, has  been  appointed  to  evaluate  all 
aspects  of  the  College,  according  to  an 
extensive  outline  for  self-study 
supplied  by  NEASC  and  the  recom- 
mendations of  Dr.  George  Connick, 

9 who  has  served  as  a consultant  to  Pine 
Manor  on  reaccreditation. 

The  Steering  Committee  will  ask 

O 

§■  each  department  at  Pine  Manor  to 
L answer  specific  questions  and  will 
examine  all  responses.  The  Committee 
will  then  write  a narrative  evaluation 
of  the  College's  activities  and 
programs.  A visiting  committee  se- 
lected by  NEASC  will  review  the 
report  before  spending  several  days  on 
campus  in  order  to  examine  Pine 
Manor  first  hand. 

"The  self-study  process  is  long  and 
exhaustive,"  said  Dean  Schmidt,  "but 
the  timing  for  our  reaccreditation  visit 
is  good.  Pine  Manor  has  taken  some 
important  steps  in  recent  years,  such  as 
adding  B.A.  programs,  and  it  will  be 
very  beneficial  for  the  College  to  care- 
fully evaluate  the  past  and  plan  for  the 
future."

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Platform  tennis  and 
varsity  basketball 
expand  athletics 
program 

Gifts  to  the  College  including  a major 
gift  from  alumna  and  trustee  Elizabeth 
Irwin  Kellogg  '35  and  her  husband 
James  will  make  it  possible  for  Pine 
Manor  to  build  two  platform  tennis 
courts  this  summer  for  use  by 
September  1978.  Site  selection  for  the 
all-season  courts  is  underway. 

"I  expect  these  courts  to  enhance  our 
program  immensely  because  they  will 
be  usable  all  year  round  for  both 
courses  and  recreation,"  says  Gail 
Parks,  physical  education  director.  "I 
don't  know  of  any  other  college 
comparable  to  Pine  Manor  which  has 
such  facilities." 

Pine  Manor's  athletics  program 
received  another  boost  with  the  an- 
nouncement that  varsity  basketball 
will  be  offered  next  year.  The  team 
will  use  the  Brimmer  and  May  School 
facilities  since  Pine  Manor  currently 
has  no  gymnasium. 

The  enthusiasm  of  Pine  Manor's 
current  varsity  tennis,  lacrosse  and 
field  hockey  teams  promises  well  for 
the  success  of  the  new  basketball  team. 
This  year,  Pine  Manor  has  competed 
almost  exclusively  against  varsity 
teams  from  larger  colleges,  such  as 
Simmons,  Bentley,  Tufts,  Boston 
College,  Wellesley,  and  Wheaton. 
Against  the  stiff  competition  of  teams 
composed  chiefly  of  juniors  and 
seniors.  Pine  Manor's  students  have 
acquitted  themselves  well.  "I'm  very 
glad  we  decided  to  play  varsity  teams 
this  year,  rather  than  junior  varsity," 
says  lacrosse  coach  Gil  Leaf.  "We've 
done  extremely  well  against  older, 
more  experienced  teams.  For  example, 
we  lost  to  Boston  College  by  only  one 
goal.  Our  students  learn  a great  deal 
from  this  kind  of  play.  Next  year,  they 
should  be  hard  to  beat." 


International 
recruiting  makes 
good  sense 

An  increase  in  students  from  abroad  is 
the  trend  on  American  campuses 
today.  Young  women  and  men  in  other 
countries  are  often  eager  to  study  in 
the  United  States,  and,  as  the  number 
of  American  high  school  students 
begins  to  decrease,  institutions  have 
more  room  to  accommodate  students 
from  foreign  countries.  Intense  interest 
among  international  students  in  study 
abroad  means  that  recruiting  in  foreign 
countries  makes  good  economic  sense, 
so  it  is  easy  to  understand  why  many 
colleges  in  America  are  boosting  their 
admissions  efforts  overseas. 

Pine  Manor's  tradition  of  welcoming 
students  from  other  countries  goes 
back  to  its  early  years  and  the  interest 
of  founder  Helen  Temple  Cooke  in 
other  cultures.  In  1975,  Pine  Manor 
began  an  English  as  a Second  Language 
program  to  serve  those  international 
students  who  need  to  develop  better 
English  skills.  International  students 
have  been  among  the  College's 


strongest  students,  earning  academic 
honors  and  transferring  to  institutions 
such  as  Wellesley  College,  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology,  Tufts 
University,  and  the  Rhode  Island 
School  of  Design. 

This  year,  76  young  women  from  24 
foreign  countries  were  enrolled  at  Pine 
Manor.  Fifty-three  came  from  Latin 
America,  where  the  College  has  excel- 
lent ties  established  thanks  to  alumnae 
and  parents  and  the  work  of  Dorothy 
Clift,  associate  director  of  admissions, 
who  just  completed  her  sixth  trip  in 
three  years  to  Central  and  South 
America. 

For  the  first  time,  however.  Pine 
Manor  is  making  a special  effort  to 
attract  students  from  Iran  and  the  Far 
East. 

On  February  29,  President 
Rosemary  Ashby  and  her  husband 
John  and  Vice  President,  Operations 
William  Person  and  his  wife  Priscilla 
began  a trip  to  the  Far  East.  After  a 
visit  with  alumnae,  parents,  and  pros- 
pective students  in  San  Francisco  and 
Hawaii,  they  spent  two  weeks  in  Japan 
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and  Hong  Kong,  with  a stopover  in 
Geneva,  Switzerland  on  the  return  trip 
by  the  Persons. 

Following  a very  full  schedule,  Mrs. 
Ashby  and  Mr.  Person  talked  with 
representatives  of  18  schools,  as  well 
as  with  government  officials,  private 
counseling  services,  newspaper 
reporters,  prospective  students  and 
their  families,  and,  of  course, 
alumnae,  parents,  and  other  friends. 

"In  Hawaii,  from  which  we  have 
had  at  least  one  student  every  year 
until  quite  recently,  there  is  an 
abundance  of  good  will  and  potential 
student  interest,"  comments  Mrs. 
Ashby.  "Many  women's  colleges,  such 
as  Wheaton,  Mills,  and  Smith,  are 
actively  recruiting  in  this  area.  We  will 
need  the  support  of  our  alumnae  and 
parents  in  renewing  contact  with  high 
schools  in  Hawaii,  and  we  are 
delighted  to  have  Jane  Goodsill  '73  and 
Nancy  Hagen  Spaulding  '59  of 
Honolulu  as  AAR's." 

The  visits  abroad  to  Japan  and  Hong 
Kong  were  equally  encouraging. 

"There  is  immense  interest  among 
young  women  from  Japan  and  Hong 
Kong  in  U.S.  colleges  and  in  women's 
colleges  in  particular,"  says  Mrs. 

Ashby.  "The  high  caliber  of  secondary 
school  preparation  in  both  countries 
and  the  serious  attitude  of  prospective 
students  toward  higher  education 
makes  Japanese  and  Chinese  students 
highly  promising  candidates  for  Pine 
Manor.  It  is  especially  encouraging 
that  current  and  past  parents  in  these 
areas  are  very  satisfied  with  their 
daughters'  experiences  at  Pine  Manor." 

The  Far  East  is  not  the  only  area  in 
which  there  is  strong  interest  in  study 
in  America.  During  a November  trip 
to  Iran,  Mrs.  Ashby  and  Dorothy  Clift 
found  that  many  young  women  from 
that  country  would  like  to  study  in  the 
United  States. 

"These  students  have  strong 
academic  preparation  and  usually  an 
excellent  command  of  English.  Families 
are  particularly  interested  in  sending 
their  daughters  to  women's  colleges," 
says  Mrs.  Ashby. 

Without  the  assistance  of  Pine 
Manor's  alumnae,  parents,  and  other 
friends,  these  trips  to  the  Far  East  and

to  Iran  could  not  have  been 
accomplished. 

"We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the 
parent  who  underwrote  our  land 
expenses  in  Iran;  to  friends  of  the 
College  who  underwrote  travel  and 
land  expenses  in  Hawaii  and  the  Far 
East ; to  Mrs.  Tak  Lee  of  Wellesley, 
who  was  our  'sponsor'  in  Hong  Kong; 
and  to  the  many  alumnae  and  parents 
who  made  us  welcome  in  their 
countries,"  says  Mrs.  Ashby. 

These  trips  are  already  bearing 
tangible  fruit : seven  applications  for 


admission  have  been  received  from 
Japan  and  Hong  Kong  and  13  from 
Iran. 

"We  think  that  the  presence  of  stu- 
dents from  many  different  countries  at 
Pine  Manor  is  a distinct  plus  for  the 
College.  Attracting  greater  numbers  of 
qualified  candidates  enables  us  to  be 
more  selective  in  our  admissions 
policies,  and  the  possibilities  for  cross- 
cultural  exchange  enhance  the  experi- 
ence of  both  American  and 
international  students,"  said  Director 
of  Admissions  C.  Richard  Plank.  "In- 
ternational students  are  an  important 
factor  in  Pine  Manor's  drive  towards 
full  enrollment."  □

Record  pledged 
at  Phonothon 

The  Pine  Manor  Founder's  Room  was 
a hub  of  activity  on  April  24  through 
27  when  nearly  100  enthusiastic  vol- 
unteers raised  a record  $26,000  in 
pledges  to  the  Annual  Fund  during  the 
College's  seventh  annual  Phonothon. 

Alumnae,  parents,  students,  faculty, 
and  staff  worked  diligently  to  urge 
alumnae  and  parents  across  the  nation 
to  help  the  College  reach  its  goal  of 
$160,000  in  unrestricted  gifts  before 
June  30,  1978. 


Pledges  from  five  to  500  dollars  were 
recorded  and,  if  all  are  realized,  the 
Annual  Fund  will  be  just  $6,968  short 
of  its  goal,  the  highest  ever  set  by  the 
College.  As  of  April  26,  1,256  alumnae 
and  252  parents  and  friends  had 
contributed  $126,516  to  the  Annual 
Fund.

"Heart  saver" 
course  given 

In  April,  Pine  Manor's  Infirmary  con- 
ducted six  "Heart  Saver"  courses  to 
help  combat  the  staggering  statistic 
that  over  one  half  of  those  who  suffer 
heart  attacks  die  because  they  could 
not  reach  a hospital  in  time.  The  three- 
hour  courses  certify  participants  to  ad- 
minister cardio-pulmonary  resuscita- 
tion (CPR),  a life  saving  technique  that 
can  be  learned  by  almost  anyone. 

Fifty-one  students,  faculty,  and  staff 
became  "Heart  Savers"  in  courses 
taught  by  June  Leeming,  the 
Infirmary's  head  nurse,  and  part-time 
nurses  M.  Whitney  Robbins  and 
Margaret  McDonough.  They  were 
assisted  by  sophomore  Catherine 
Voorhees  who  is  trained  in  emergency 
medical  technology. 

CPR  is  a combination  of  artificial 
respiration  and  artificial  circulation, 
which,  if  done  within  four  to  six 
minutes  after  clinical  death  (cessation 
of  respiration  and  circulation),  can 
save  a life. 

"I  believe  that  everyone  should  take 
a CPR  course,"  says  Mrs.  Leeming. 
"The  people  who  took  it  here  were 
amazed  at  how  easy  the  procedure  is 
and  showed  a great  deal  of  enthusiasm 
for  the  course."  The  Infirmary  staff 
plans  to  offer  CPR  instruction  again  in 
the  fall. 

Though  physically  tiring,  CPR  is 
simple  to  perform.  It  involves  mouth- 
to-mouth  resuscitation  to  restore 
breathing  and  applying  pressure  to  the 
heart  to  restore  circulation.  The 
technique  is  practiced  on  mannequins 
which  show  if  respiration  and  circula- 
tion have  begun.  After  several  trial 
rounds,  the  CPR  students  were  tested 
for  method  and  timing  to  earn  their 
certification,  which  must  be  renewed 
annually. 


Mannequins  were  rented  from  the 
Heart  Association,  but  the  Infirmary 
staff  is  anxious  to  acquire  their  own 
for  future  courses. 

Anyone  who  is  interested  in  becom- 
ing a "Heart  Saver"  should  contact  his 
or  her  local  heart  association.

The  directories,  which  will 
list  alumnae  alphabetically,  geo- 
graphically, and  by  class,  will  be  $8.50 
if  ordered  in  advance  and  $12.00  if 
ordered  after  publication.

A gifted  tutor 

"I  believe  a gifted  child  can  become  as 
handicapped  mentally  as  a child  at  the 
other  end  of  the  intelligence  scale  if  he  or 
she  is  not  given  the  appropriate  approach 
to  education,"  says  Deborah  Mellor 
Crowell  '48.  Ms.  Crowell  tries  to  prevent 
this  as  a tutor  of  gifted  children  with 
Maximize  Talent  (MT),  a program  in  rural 
Canaan,  NH. 

In  Maximize  Talent,  five  elementary 
school  children  explore  a topic  with  a tutor 
in  eight  to  10  week  seminars.  Ms.  Crowell's 
programs  focus  on  botany.  She  says,  "I 
think  it's  great  when  a child  not  interested 
in  history,  for  example,  learns  about  it 
through  studying  the  influence  plants  have 
had  on  historical  events.  The  16th-century 
explorations  for  tea  and  spices,  the 
struggles  on  cotton  plantations  leading  to 
the  Civil  War,  and  the  Irish  immigration 
because  of  the  potato  blight  can  all  become 
more  real  for  these  children. 

"I  enjoy  this  work  because  it  brings  my 
interest  in  botany,  education,  and 
photography  together,"  she  says.  "Some  of 
the  brainstorming  on  the  subject  of  plants 
is  done  using  my  collection  of  slides  of 
wildflowers." 

Students  are  selected  for  Maximize 
Talent  by  test  scores,  teachers,  and  prin- 
cipals. Ms.  Crowell  says,  "One  problem  to 
be  worked  out  is  that  students  who  may  be 
discipline  problems  have  not  been  recom- 
mended for  the  program  in  the  past.  We  do 
want  these  and  other  'risk'  children,  if  they 
have  the  requisite  IQ  scores." 

To  train  for  the  program,  Ms.  Crowell 
attended  a 12-week  state-funded  workshop 
on  gifted  children. 

An  MT  tutor  for  about  a year,  and  now 
a coordinator  of  the  program  as  well,  Ms. 


Crowell  says,  "I  was  concerned  with 
whether  I had  enough  knowledge  to  teach 
my  favorite  subject,  botany,  and  whether  I 
could  ask  questions  of  students  that  would 
bring  about  inquisitive,  evaluative,  and 
creative  thinking.  I am  now  very  involved 
in  this  program." 

Ms.  Crowell's  efforts  were  well  rewarded 
when  her  students  in  a plant  seminar  put 
together  a book  called  Plants  in  Canaan. 
"The  children  designed  the  cover  and  each 
child  wrote  one  chapter,"  she  says.  "The 
book  is  now  in  the  school  library  and  the 
children  feel  most  satisfied  seeing  their 
work  displayed."  □

Knowing  what's  in  Vogue 

Enough  imagination  to  know  what  would 
be  fashionable  in  situations  she  may  never 
encounter  is  one  of  the  qualities  Deborah 
Eppler  Smith  '70  finds  most  important  in 
her  position  as  a fashion  editor  at  Vogue 
magazine. 

A graduate  of  the  University  of  Colo- 
rado in  Boulder  with  a major  in  sociology, 
she  began  at  Vogue  as  a fashion  assistant 
and  was  promoted  in  December  1977  to 
editor.

Making  tennis  fun 

"My  main  goal  in  teaching  is  to  make 
tennis  fun.  Not  everyone  can  be  a Bjorn 
Borg  or  Chris  Evert,  but  they  can  learn  to 
play  so  that  they  really  enjoy  the  sport," 
says  tennis  pro  Cheryl  Coulter  '72.
